Mrs.  Jack  Reese  gave  a 
thumbnail  sketch  of  the  history 
of  dolls  beginning  with  discarded 
religious  figures  which  probably 
were  the  first  dolls  used  for  toys. 
She  said  before  mass  production 
began  in  1800,  dolls  were 
primarily  of  wood  and  were 
handmade.  Germany  was  by  far 
the  best  known  country  for  the 
manufacture  of  toys  as  well  as 
dolls.  Several  of  these  first 
companies  are  still  producing  the 
much  sought-after  dolls. 

Mrs.  Reese  told  the  group  that 
sleeping,  crying  and  walking 
dolls  were  in  existence  as  far 
back  as  the  1700’s,  and  she  said 
that  modern  dolls  with 
mechanical  functions  are  merely 
a  renovation  of  old  theories. 

In  1860  the  French  became 
interested  in  doll  making  and 
created  fashion  dolls  dressed  in 
elaborate  costumes.  These  dolls 
were  used  for  displaying  and 
ordering  the  latest  styles  in 
clothing  and  millinery  and  were 
the  forerunners  of  actual 
models.  In  1918,  the  United 
“tates,  at  war  with  Germany, 
began  doll  companies  of  its  own. 
These  included  Horseman  and 
Eefanbee,  still  beloved  bv 
children  today. 

The  program  concluded  with  a 
display  of  Mrs.- Reese’s  dolls  and 
members  recalled  favorite  dolls 
from  their  own  childhood.

When  Coterie  met  at  the  home 
of  Mrs.  Lee  Davis  Tuesday 
afternoon,  a  program  on 
Australia  was  presented  by  Mrs.

While  taking  the  members  on 
an  imaginary  flight  to  Sydney, 
she  described  the  history  of  its 
colonization,  the  country’s  vast 
under-develped  terrain  and  its 
climate  and  inhabitants. 

Using  excerpts  from  “The 
Australians’’  by  George 
Johnston,  Mrs.  Gray  related  the 
opinion  of  early  travelers  as 
having  found  the  land 
undesirable  and  the  Aborigines 
uncivilized.  It  was  considered 
worthless  and  used  as  an  English 
penal  colony  beginning  in  1788. 
Not  until  the  1850  gold  rush  was 
the  known  potential  of  Australia 
realized. 

The  land  of  the  boomerang 
and  the  bush  country  was  slow 
to  grow.  Although  it  has  three 
million  square  miles  divided  into 
six  states,  it  is  primarily  urban, 
massing  its  population  into  six 
major  cities. 

Lightning  Ridge,  located  400 
miles  from  Sydney,  is  the  only 
place  in  the  world  to  mine  the 
rare  black  opal  gems.  They  were 
discovered  in  1903,  and  yearly 
net  the  city  nearly  $2  million. 
Mrs.  Gray  displayed  a  ring  and 
locket  containing  black  opals 
from  Lightning  Ridge.

Mrs.  James  Tate  presented  the 
program  on  the  life  of  Esabella 
Stewart  Gardner,  founder  of  the 
Fenway  Court  Museum  in 
Boston.  Mrs.  Gardner’s 
biography,  entitled  “Mrs.  Jack,” 
was  written  by  Louise  Hall 
Tharp  and  published  in  1965. 

From  her  early  childhood  in 
the  1850’s  Esabella  displayed  a 
talent  and  appreciation  for  the 
arts  always  prefering  the 
professional  works  in  music  as 
well  as  art.  Her  marriage  to  Jack 
Gardner,  a  wealthy  ship  builder, 
in  addition  to  her  own  family’s 
fortune,  allowed  her  to  enjoy 
the  pleasures  of  traveling  abroad. 
Her  trips  to  Europe  resulted  in 
the  collecting  of  luxurious 
Parisienne  wardrobes,  jewels, 
manuscripts,  treasures  of 
antiquity  and  works  of  art.  The 
first  important  antique  painting 
was  acquired  while  visiting 
Serville.  It  was  “Madonna  and 
Child”  by  17th  century  artist 
Francisco  Zurbaran.  “Europa” 
by  Titian  was  purchased  for 
$100,000  and  was  followed  by 
Rembrandts,  Raphaels, 
Botticellis  and  many  more  of 
similar  renown.  Treasures  of 
carvings,  doors,  pediments, 
pedestals,  pavings  and  furniture 
were  brought  back  to  Boston  on 
each  of  the  Gardners’  biannual 
trips.  Soon  the  lack  of  storage 
space  and  the  desire  to  share 
their  works  of  art  with  others 
led  to  the  creation  of  the 
$3,600,000  pink  Venetian 
palace  named  “Fenway  Court.” 

The  museum  was  designed 
with  each  and  every  work  of  art 
and  treasure  to  be  exhibited 
with  perfect  surroundings. 

Upon  her  death  the  museum 
was  made  public  with  the 
stipulation  that  not  one  item  be 
moved  nor  any  items  added  or 
removed.  And  thus  it  remains  — 
a  tribute  to  a  woman  who  truly 
loved  beautiful  things.  As  one 
visitor  cited,  “Fenway  Court  is 
no  echo  of  an  earlier  age,  it  has  a 
style  defiant  of  time,  an 
originality  seldom  encountered.”

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Marvels  of  Netsuke 
Explored  at  Coterie 
Luncheon  Tuesday 


The  marvels  of  miniature 
Japanese  sculpture  called 
Netsuke  were  explored  by  Mrs. 
Sylvan  Tackitt  as  she  displayed 
her  Netsuke  collection  before 
Coterie  members  Tuesday 
afternoon  at  the  home  of  Mrs. 
Kenneth  Watson. 

After  acquiring  their  first 
piece  nearly  a  year  ago,  the 
Tackitts  became  intrigued  by  the 
history  of  their  purchase  and 
began  their  search  for  more  of 
the  tiny  sculptured  art  pieces  as 
well  as  more  knowledge  of  their 
Japanese  background. 

The  Netsuke  dates  as  far  back 
as  1603  when  Japanese 
gentlemen  wearing  kimonos 
minus  pockets  carried  powdered 
medicine,  seals  and  other 
possessions  in  small  nested  boxes 
called  inros.  These  compartment 
sections  were  strung  together  by 
cords  with  a  smooth  rounded 
sculptured  object  tied  at  the 
end.  The  inro  hung  below  the 
kimono  sash  while  the  cords  ran 
under  the  sash  and  were 
anchored  at  the  top  by  the 
sculptured  Netsuke  protruding 
above  the  sash. 

The  Netsuke  averaged  IV2  to  2 
inches  tall  and  was  fashioned 


primarily  of  ivory  or  wood  with 
two  small  holes  incorporated  to 
receive  the  cords.  Netsuke  tells 
the  story  of  old  Japan.  Most 
have  a  meaning  whether  it  be  an 
item  from  history  or  legend,  an 
animal  of  the  zodiac  or  an 
everyday  street  scene. 


By  1850  the  Westerners  began 
collecting  these  fascinating  art 
pieces,  and  they  are  now  sought 
by  serious  collectors  throughout 
the  world.  They  have  proven  to 
be  excellent  investments, 
recently  a  cat  by  a  famous  artist 
brought  $6,700  at  Satheby’s 


auction  in  London.

Book  on  psychic 
phenomena  reviewed

Mrs.  Thomas  Hussey  reviewed 
Jess  Steam’s  book,  “Search  for  a 
Soul,”  for  Coterie  Tuesday 
afternoon  at  the  Home  Building 
community  room. 

Steam  stands  in  the  first  rank 
of  today’s  writers  in  the  field  of 
parapsychology  and  the  occult. 
Among  his  other  works  are 
“Edgar  Cay  ce— The  Sleeping 
Prophet,”  “Yoga,  Youth  and 
Reincarnation”  and  “Search  for 
the  Girl  With  the  Blue  Eyes.” 

Mrs.  Hussey  related  more  than 
a  decade  had  been  spent  by 
Stearn  in  interviewing, 
researching  and  investigating 
psychic  phenomena  and 
consultants.  It  was  this 
expertise,  combined  with  his 
long-standing  friendship  with 
Taylor  Caldwell,  that  led  to 
“The  Search  for  a  Soul.”  The 
book  delves  into  the  psychic 
lives  of  this  best-selling  novelist. 

A  skeptic  about  reincarnation, 
Miss  Caldwell  agreed  to  undergo 
hypnosis  “in  the  interests  of 
setting  the  theory  of 
reincarnation  to  rest.”  Yet  once 
in  a  trance  she  lapsed  into 
memories  of  other  lives  (37  in 
all)  and  other  places  —  lives 
which  make  fascinating 
narratives  in  their  own  right, 
places  that  provide  the 


background  for  many  of  her 
novels,  memories  that  suggest  a 
wealth  of  experience  of  which 
she  has  no  conscious  memory  or 
knowledge. 

Mrs.  Hussey  correlated  several 
of  Miss  Caldwell’s  revelations 
with  actual  historical  writings. 
Although  Miss  Caldwell  was  not 
convinced  with  the  evidence 
presented  by  Steam,  it  is  left  to 
the  reader  as  to  its  truth  or 
fantasy.

The  desert  rock  fortress  of 
Mesada,  the  most  significant 
archaeological  event  of  recent 
times,  was  explored  by  Mrs. 
Farran  Read  to  members  of 
Coterie  Tuesday  afternoon  at 
the  home  of  Mrs.  Robert 
Schnaiter. 

As  described  in  “Mesada”  by 
Yegal  Yadin,  this  stronghold 
overlooking  the  Dead  Sea  was 
the  site  on  which  Herod,  the 
Great*  erected  some  of  his 
daring  buildings. 

Later  it  became  the  scene  of 
one  of  the  most  dramatic 
episodes  in  human  history 
when  960  Zealot  defenders 
preferred  to  kill  themselves 
rather  than  surrender  to 
Roman  servitude. 

Volunteers  led  by  Yadin,  an 
archaeologist,  excavated  the 
inaccessible  Mesada  in  1963. 
Their  findings  confirmed  the 
structure  of  life  on  Mesada 
before  Christ  as  described  by 
Josephus  Flavius,  the 
contemporary  Jewish  historian.

She  said  Zachary 
Taylor’s  wife  brought  her 
beloved  Creole  cooking,  the 
Trumans  had  a  yen  for 
sorghum  and  Jackie  Kennedy 
opened  a  new  culinary  frontier

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Geologist,  author 
relates  experiences 
to  Coterie  members 


Mrs.  Dorothy  B.  Vitaliano,  a 
professional  geologist,  linguist, 
and  author  of  “Legends  of  the 
Earth,  their  Geologic  Origins” 
presented  the  program  to 
Coterie  Tuesday  afternoon  at 
the  home  of  Mrs.  Sylvan 
Tackitt  in  Bloomington. 

Miss  Grace  Woody  arranged 
for  the  program  as  a  result  of 
her  interest  in  Atlantis,  the  lost 
continent.  While  researching 
the  theory  that  the  Santorin 
Islands  off  the  coast  of  Greece 
may  be  the  remants  of  Atlantis 
she  met  Mrs.  Vitaliano  and 
discovered  her  new  science 
termed  “Geomythology.”  Her 
book  is  based  on  this  study  of 
actual  geologic  origin  of 
natural  phenomena  which  have 
long  been  explained  in  terms  of 
myths  or  folklore. 

Using  slides,  Mrs.  Vitaliano 
described  her  experiences  as  a 
delegate  to  the  International 
Scientific  Congress  on  the 
Volcano  of  Thera  in  1969  and 
her  participation  at  the  dig  on 
Thera  in  the  summer  of  1971. 

Plato’s  dialogues  in  355  B.C. 
first  mentioned  Atlantis  and 
descriptions  have  been  traced 
to  Crete.  In  1961  Dr.  A.  G. 
G  al  an  o  p  o  u  1  o  s ,  Athens 
professor,  linked  Atlantis  with 
the  Minoan  civilization  of 
Crete,  which  suddenly 
disappeared  from  view  around 
1450  B.C.  about  the  time  of  a 
tremendous  eruption  known  to 
have  occurred  in  the  nearby 
volcano,  Santarin.  The  main 
island  of  Santorini  is  Thera, 
with  Therasia  and  Aspronisi 
surrounding  the  lava  deposits 
which  form  the  center  Kameni 
Islands.  It  was  on  Thera  that 
diggings  revealed  ancient  cities 
with  beautiful  fresco  painted 
walls  preserved  by  volcanic  ash 
and  layers  of  pumice,  the 
principle  export  from  the 
island.  From  the  geological 
findings  it  was  surmised  that  a 
volcanic  eruption  occurred 
shortly  followed  by  an 
earthquake  causing  the  islands 
of  Santorini  to  sink  into  the 
'  sea  and  allowing  the  Crete 
civilization  to  be  overpowered 
and  destroyed. 

Following  the  program  a 
copy  of  Mrs..  Vitaliono’s  book 
was  purchased  by  Coterie  to  be 
presented  to  the  Martinsville 
Public  Library  in  memory  of 
Mrs.  F.N.  Shaley.

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Coterie  learns 
about  juvenile 
court  procedures 

Deputy  Prosecuting 
Attorney  Thomas  Gray  spoke 
to  Coterie  Tuesday  afternoon 
at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Gordon 
Gray. 

The  guest  speaker  described 
the  Morgan  County  Juvenile 
Court  and  how  it  works.  Gray 
said  the  court  deals  with 
delinquents  who  have  been 
charged  with  truancy,  offenses 
which  include  burglary,  drug 
abuse,  reckless  driving  and 
alcohol  misuse.  Working 
closely  with  the  parents, 
schools,  the  police,  the 


probation  officer  and  the 
mental  health  clinic,  the 
juvenile  court  attempts  to 
provide  the  best  method  to 
rehabilitate  the  young  brought 
before  it. 

Gray  stated  that  a 
four-month  study  showed  that 
75  per  cent  of  those  charged  in 
juvenile  court  came  from 
homes  with  one  parent  missing. 
Twenty  per  cent  of  teenage 
offenders  are  girls,  he  stated,  a 
definite  rise  in  recent  years. 

Options  of  the  court  include 
fines  for  first  offenders  paid  by 
the  youth  rather  than  the 
parent;  being  placed  on 
probation;  weekends  in  jail  for 
subsequent  charges;  cases 
waived  out  of  juvenile  court  or 
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the  youths  sent  to  Boys  School 
for  the  habitual  offender.

Miss  Dillon  speak 
on  teaching  in  Spain 

At  the  Coterie  meeting 
Tuesday  afternoon  at  the 
Home  Building  community 
room,  Miss  Terri  Dillon  gave 
members  highlights  of  her 
experiences  as  an  American 
English  teacher  living  and 
teaching  in  Spain. 

While  completing  her 
master’s  degree,  Miss  Dillon 
spent  the  last  year  in  Madrid 
on  a  teaching  fellowship  from 
Indiana  University.  Besides 
teaching  at  the  University  of 
Madrid,  she  also  taught 
computerized  English  at  the 
company  of  Honeywell-Bull. 

The  guest  speaker  described 
the  economic  growth  of  the 
country  and  geographic  areas 
of  interest.  The  standard  of 
living  was  quite  low  although 
the  cost  of  imported  items  was 
high,  she  stated.  In  contrasting 
cost  she  found  the  cost  of  cake 
was  50  cents,  while 
hard-crusted  bread  was  only 
four  cents;  the  cinema  was  60 
cents  for  adults  and  a  17” 
television  was  not  less  than 
$300.  American  cigarettes  were 
three  times  the  cost  of  Spanish 
brands,  but  worth  the,  price  in 
taste.  Laundry  was  often  done 
in  washtubs  and  hung  outside 
on  a  line.  Hot  running  water 
was  only  available  to  those 
with  the  highest  income.  The 
heating  of  homes  is  controlled 
by  the  government,  and  turned 
on  only  between  November 
and  April,  sherftated. 

Women  have  become  much 
more  liberated  in  the  last 
decade.  Until  recently,  only 
the  wealthy  daughters  were 
given  the  privilege  of  higher 
education,  and  these  few 
brought  resentment  from  the 
male  students.  This  trend  is 
changing,  and  women  are 
entering  fields  of  law, 
diplomacy  and  even  politics, 
Miss  Dillon  said. 

Spanish  social  customs, 
difficulties  encountered  by 
tourists  and  political  problems 


in  the  present  government  were 
all  intriguing  to  learn  about, 
but  left  a  distinct  impression 
that  Spain  was  ideal  to  tour 

but  not  the  country  in  which 
to  take  up  residency.

Literary  works  of 
Tarkington  presented

Coterie  members  enjoyed  a 
nostalgic  trip  through  the 
literary  works  of  Booth 
Tarkington  Tuesday  when  they 
met  at  the  home  of  Mrs. 
Robert  Schnaiter. 

The  program,  presented  by 
Mrs.  James  Dodd,  included 
excerpts  from  several  favorite 
Tarkington  novels  as  well  as  a 
sketch  of  his  life. 

The  Hoosier-bom  author  was 
a  prolific  writer  during  the 
1900’s.  He  is  credited  with  40 
novels,  10  plays  and  numerous 
short  stories,  many  of  which 
were  serialized  in  popular 
magazines  of  the  times.  “The 
Man  From  Indiana”  began  his 
list  of  popular  novels  and  was 
also  a  tremendous  success  in 
play  form.  Tarkington ’s  style  is 
depicted  in  his  use  of  lengthy, 
but  never  wordy,  sentences;  his 
voluminous  vocabulary  and  a 
perfect  ear  for  dialog.  The 
latter  made  his  works  easily 
transformed  into  plays. 

Though  many  of  his  works 
were  sad,  even  ironic,  they 
were  never  tragic.  They  were 
basically  cheerful  as 
Tarkington  possessed  a  deft 
ability  to  amuse. 

The  three  “Penrod”  books 
described  the  frustrations  of 
growing  up.  A  family’s  false 
values  and  the  resulting 
problems  brought  a  Pulitzer 
Prize  for  “Alice  Adams.” 

Mrs.  Dodd  also  read  passages 
from  “Seventeen”  and  “The 
Magnificient  Ambersons” 
which  depicted  Tarkington’s 
preoccupation  with  vanity  and 
its  effect  on  his  characters.

Following  a  month  of 
treking  through  the  Himalaya 
Mountains,  experiencing 
primitive  life  with  the  Sherpas, 
Mrs.  Wood,  along  with  195 
other  students,  spent  30  days 
in  monastic  study.  The  last 
month  was  spent  in  overland 
travel  to  India  where  10,000 
people  crowded  the  small  city 
to  witness  the  week  of 
initiation  of  Buddhism.  This 
intense  ceremony  is  presented 
only  three  times  in  the  lifetime 
of  the  Dalai  Lama,  however, 
because  of  world  strife,  was 
held  a  fourth  time  that  year. 

As  a  result  of  this  study,  Mrs. 
Wood  is  now  involved  with 
teaching  classes  in  esoteric 
religion.  It  is  this  form  of 
inter-religious  experience  that 
can  help  one  define  and 
recognize  God  within  himself. 

Mrs.  Wood  stated  “There  is 
an  upsurge  of  spirituality  in 
our  country  today  as  more 
people  are  seeking  inter-truth

Between  the  ages  of  68  and 
80  Benjamin  Franklin  was 
considered  “the  most 
dangerous  man  in  America”  by 
the  crowned  heads  of  Europe. 
This  description  is  the  title  of 
Catherine  Drinker  Bowen’s 
biography  reviewed  at  Coterie 
Tuesday  afternoon  by  Mrs. 
Farran  Read. 

Mrs.  Bowen,  author  of 
“Yankee  from  Olympus,” 
“Miracle  of  Philadelphia”  and 
“Family  Portrait,”  is  the 
winner  of  innumerable  literary 
honors  including  the  National 
Book  Award. 

“The  Most  Dangerous  Man  in 
America”  represents  the 
culmination  of  Mrs.  Bowen’s 
lifelong  fascination  with  the 
world-famous  printer  from 
Philadelphia.  She  died  before 
she  could  complete  an  analysis 
on  Franklin’s  character,  but 
fragments  of  her  personal 
impressions  were  transcribed 
from  notes  and  included  in  the 
book’s  afterword. 

The  book  covers  all  but  the 
last  15  years  of  Franklin’s  life 
in  minutely  detailed  scenes, 
beginning  with  his  boyhood  in 
Boston  and  ending  just  before 
the  Revolution  in  1774. 

Mrs.  Read  described  Franklin 
as  a  genius  with  a  keen  sense  of 
humor  and  charm  that  has 
lasted  200  years.  His  lifelong 
project  of  self-improvement 
was  tempered  at  all  times  by 
the  discipline  of  his  passions. 
He  lived  according  to  one  of 
his  sayings,  “Live  every  day  as 
if  you  are  going  to  live 
forever!”

Berlitz’s  intriguing  theories  of 
the  strange  forces  that  may  be 
at  work  there.  Some  of  the 
questions  posed  in  the  book 
are  “Is  it  possible  UFO  are 
hijacking  aircraft  and  taking 
samples  of  our  civilization  with 
them  to  other  galaxies?  Are 
electromagnetic  aberrations 
from  power  sources  of  ancient 
and  highly  advanced 
civilizations  causing  spacetime 
warps  that  transport  planes  and 
ships  into  other  worlds?  Or  are 
the  losses  somethow  tied  in 


with  the  lost  continent  of 
Atlantis? 

In  the  book  Berlitz 
interviews  people  who  have 
made  harrowing  escapes  from 
the  “Burmuda  Triangle,” 
including  a  man  who  has  twice 
experienced  its  cataclysmic 
forces  and  lived  to  tell  about  it. 

An  expert  scuba  diver, 
Berlitz  has  examined  firsthand 
many  of  the  strange  ruins  of 
lost  civilizations  which  have 
been  discovered  beneath  the 
sea.  His  several  books  include 
“Atlantis”  and  Mysteries  from 
Forgotten  Worlds.”

The  soldiers’  universal 
complaint  of  endless  periods  of 
waiting,  a  lack  of  rations  as 
well  as  lackadaisical  leadership 
and  discipline  were  frequently 
mentioned.  However,  most 
often  Whittemore  told  of  the 
effort  required  to  carry  his 
cumbersome  30-pound  rifle  on 
the  marches  and  the  lack  of 
strength  to  raise  it  when  firing 
at  the  enemy. 

His  description  of  those 
dying  was  most  poignant  and 
as  he  questioned  these  scenes 
he  found  his  belief  in 
Christianity  reaffirmed. 

From  a  friend’s  letter  to  Mrs. 
Branch’s  grandmother  it  was 
learned  that  her  great-uncle 
George  was  killed  in  the  Battle 
of  Antietam  on  Sept.  13, 1862, 
near  Fredrick  City,  Md. 
According  to  this  letter,  he  was 
last  seen  that  day  assisting  a 
wounded  15  th  regiment  soldier 
from  the  battlefield. 

Besides  these  historic  letters, 
Mrs.  Branch  shared  miniature 
watercolor  portraits  of  her 
uncle,  his  brother  and  parents.

Pat  L.  Greco  of  the  Morgan 
County  Mental  Health  Center 
spoke  to  Coterie  members 
Tuesday  afternoon  at  the  home 
of  Miss  Grace  Woody.  Mrs. 

Leon  Gray  introduced  the  guest 
speaker,  who  is  coordinator  ot 
the  center’s  services,  and  is 
currently  completing  his 
doctorate  in  the  field  of 
guidance  and  counseling. 

Greco  told  the  group  about 
the  county  center,  which  is 
housed  in  the  west  hail,  second 
floor  of  the  local  hospital.  At 
present  it  offers  outpatients  a 
variety  of  services  including 
marital  counseling,  group 
therapy,  family  and  individual 
counseling. 

An  average  of  300  patients  a 
month  are  presently  utilizing 
the  services,  Greco  stated. 
These  are  based  on  the  ability 
to  pay  with  subsidies  from 
county,  state  and  federal  funds. 

As  the  guest  speaker  explained, 
patients  are  referred  to  the 
center  by  doctors,  ministers, 
families,  schools  and  often  the 
courts. 

The  center  is  staffed  by 
Greco,  a  psychiatric  nurse  and 
social  workers.  Dr.  Gary 
Bartell,  a  resident  psychiatrist, 
will  be  joining  the  center  in 
July,  and  a  clinical  psychologist 

will  soon  follow,  he  said. 

The  guest  speaker  described 
future  plans  for  additional 
services  to  aid  patients  in  the 
areas  of  addiction  and 
substance  abuse,  a  half-way 
house  for  helping  prepare 
patients  to  return  to  the 
community  and  also  geriatric 
services.  Greco  expressed  the 
need  for  educating  families  to 
recognize  the  symptoms  of 
mental  and  emotional  stress  as 
early  intervention  is  a  key  to 
better  mental  health.  By 
meeting  the  needs  of  the  people 
as  their  problems  arise,  the 
center  often  is  able  to  work  out 
solutions  and  thus  prevent  the 
disturbed  person  from  being 
unnecessarily  committed  to  an 
institution.

Several  members  recounted 
hearing  the  radio  broadcast 
announcing  the  bombing  of 
Pearl  Harbor  and  its  effect  on 
their  families.  The  assination  of 
John  F.  Kennedy  and  landing 
of  a  man  on  the  moon  were 
events  never  to  be  forgotten  by 
all.  Trips  to  the  Bennington, 
Vt.,  battleground  to 
Washington,  D.C.,  the  Truman 
Library  and  other  famous 
landmarks  were  described, 
pointing  out  the  thread  of 
history  that  entwines  people’s 
lives  and  inspires  patriotism.

These 
journal-like  letters  contained 
daily  detailed  descriptions  of 
hardships  endured  in  long 
marches  from  Washington, 
D.C.,  to  various  camps  along 
the  Potomac  River. 

The  soldiers’  universal 
complaint  of  endless  periods  of 
waiting,  a  lack  of  rations  as 
well  as  lackadaisical  leadership 
and  discipline  were  frequently 
mentioned.  However,  most 
often  Whittemore  told  of  the 
effort  required  to  carry  his 
cumbersome  30-pound  rifle  on 
the  marches  and  the  lack  of 
strength  to  raise  it  when  firing 
at  the  enemy. 

His  description  of  those 
dying  was  most  poignant  and 
as  he  questioned  these  scenes 
he  found  his  belief  in 
Christianity  reaffirmed. 

From  a  friend’s  letter  to  Mrs. 
Branch’s  grandmother  it  was 
learned  that  her  great-uncle 
George  was  killed  in  the  Battle 
of  Antietam  on  Sept.  13, 1862, 
near  Fredrick  City,  Md. 
According  to  this  letter,  he  was 
last  seen  that  day  assisting  a 
wounded  15th  regiment  soldier 
from  the  battlefield.

A  standing-room  audience  of  some  500  persons 
gathered  in  Indiana  University’s  Union  Memorial 
Building  at  Bloomington  to  hear  a  United  States 
State  department  expert  on  Iran  was  subjected  to 
intolerable  harassment  last  week. 

A  small  band  called  Iranians  and  their  Ameri¬ 
can  sympathizers  —  not  more  than  20  in  all  — 
screamed  “fascist”  and  “liar”  at  the  speaker. 

The  diplomat,  John  D.  Stempel,  is  home  on 
leave  from  his  post  as  deputy  head  of  the  political 
section  of  the  U.S.  Embassy  in  Teheran.  He  is  the 
diplomat  who  negotiated  the  release  of  a  U.S. 
Marine  arrested  for  defending  the  embassy 
against  a  mob. 

He  spent  three  and  one-half  years  in  Iran  and 
is  considered  one  of  the  most  knowledgeable 
persons  on  that  country’s  present  situation.  He  is 
from  Bloomington  and  his  father,  another  distin¬ 
guished  Hoosier,  is  Dr.  John  T.  Stempel,  retired 
chairman  of  I.U.’s  school  of  journalism.' 

A  student  attempting  to  introduce  Stempel  was 
interrupted  by  chants  and  catcalls.  “Lies,  lies,” 
the  tiny  band  of  disrupters  yelled.  When  Stempel 
was  finally  able  to  speak,  some  15  minutes  after 
scheduled,  he  heard  the  tiny  claque  yell, 
“fascist,”  “liar,”  and  “there’s  blood  on  your 
hands.”

Some  indication  of  the  far-left  tinge  of  the 
claque  came  when  Stempel  was  naming  various 
political  splinter  groups  in  Iran.  When  he  men¬ 
tioned  a  Trotskyist  social  workers  party,  the 
claque  broke  into  cheers. 

Stempel  maintained  his  diplomatic  coolness 
throughout  the  ordeal  and  clearly  had  the  sym¬ 
pathy  of  the  audience. 

So  raucous  was  the  tiny  claque  that  one  young 
student  near  the  end  of  the  question  period  had  to 
cup  his  hands  in  the  form  of  a  megaphone  to 
speak  to  the  platform.  He  thanked  Stempel  for 
having  come  to  the  university  and  said,  “God 
bless  America.”  The  remark  earned  him  a  three- 
minute  standing  ovation. 

There  are  159  Iranian  students  at  I.U.,  the 
great  majority  of  them  correct  in  their  behavior 
in  their  guest  country,  America.  We  think  the 
handful  of  boorish  clods  who  disgusted  the  audi¬ 
ence  with  their  revolting  behavior  do  not  repre¬ 
sent  those  decent  students. 

Allowing  the  tiny  band  of  hoodlums  to  get 
away  with  it  was  not  an  exercise  in  free  speech. 
It  was  a  denial  of  free  speech.
